of tlie rejection of elaitiis 45-57 as being unpatentable over Gelbnian in view of Takak and/or 
Takala sn view of Gelbman, Claims 7-11, 13-23, 28, 30-35, 37 and 39-42 have been canceietl,

The Examiner apparently adds Lanchais for 
disclo.sing ''providing the keypad with the keys having multiple data input areas including the 
letters, words, figures, etc. and tra.nsrmtting a signal by the receis'er to the keypad frtnn a remote 
location to alter the visible label of at least otie of the data input areas m r8.sponse to the signal," 
(See Office .A.ction of April 6, 200? at page 52). Even assumitig, without conceding, that the 
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Exammer's comemion witli regard to Lanchais is correct, Lanchais still fails to descrilx" or 
jiuggest "•fsellirtg display time cm a first one of one or more data input areaai to a third pany, and 
■.MndivjiifiJU', J signal bicUuiiTSg data associated with the third party to the data inptJt device." 
Acuorduv.'ly, Takalu aisd (..anchaiiJ, whether taken alone or in m\y proper eonibinafiou, fail to 
discbfcc or s\jggost each and every liniiuitifni ^.^r Apphs. a-i'^j ' claim 45.
